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ABANDONMENT OF 


WARSAW IS BEGUN: 
GERMANS AT GATES 


Postoffice Was Moved Sun- 
day and for Days Russians 


Have Been Stripping City 
of Everything of Military 


Value. 


Muscovites Concentrate Ef- 
forts Toward Saving Army, 
in Dangerous Position in 
North and South. 


Plans Completed for Tr’- 
umphant Entrance of Ger- 
man Emperor and Empress 
Into the Polish Capital.

LONDON, July 3.—Warsaw, the third 
city of Russia to capture which the 
German armies in the east have been 
striving since October, is at last in the 
throes of abandonment. 

Germans in overwhelming numbe:s 
are at the gates of the Polish capital 
and dispatches both from tic city iteelf 
and from Petrograd say that further re- 
sistance would be unwise. 

Discounted not only through France 
and Great Britain, but in Russia itself, 
the fal of the city is expected huwurly, 


and the problem now is to move the 
Russian armies intect, threatened us 
they are from the south by the Austro- 
Germans and more seriously from the 
north, .where the German forces are 
aiming at the railway from Warsaw to 
Petrograd. This latter menace, tho 
British press admits, is imminent and 
the hupe in the allied countries now is 
not for the safety of Warsaw but for 


the continued cohesion of the Russian 


army. 

The Warsaw postoffice already has 
been shifted tc some peim -te-the east- 
ward, the populace has been warned 
to remain calm and presumably for 
days Russian troops have been strip- 
ping the city of everything of military 
value. 

Emperor to Make State Entry. 

German aviators are hovering over 
the city and, according to German ad- 
vices, plans have been completed for 
the triumphant ertrance of the Ger- 
man Emperor and Empress. 

With Warsaw captured, whether or 
not it proves a conquest of lasting 
strategic advantage, a great waye of 
enthusiasm will sweep over Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, and it is pre- 
dicted here that the armies of the cen- 
tral Powers will then seek to force a 
period of trench warfare in the east, 
meanwhile throwing a great weight of 
men and guns to the west, with the 
idea of resuming the battering toward 
Calais and perhaps toward Paris. 

It was pointed out yesterday by the 
Russian military critics, after conver- 
gations with “competent military au- 
thorities,” that until the army is prop- 
erly equipped to oppose the perfect 
Austro-German machine the sensible 
thing to do would be to avoid battle and 
withdraw to the Revno-Grodno-Brest- 
Litovsk line, 100 miles east of Warsaw, 
until the armies are organized and 
equipped and in a condition to take 
aggressive offensive and drive the en- 
emy from Russian soil. 

Iu the west just now there has been 
little worthy of note to break the mo- 
notony of mining and bombing from 
the North Sea to the Swiss frontier. 

The pubiic i: so little impressed with 
the evente !n the east that David Lioyd- 
George. Minister of Munitions, in a 
Speech yesterday, apparently thought it 
necessary to drive home the gravity of 
the situation in the minds of those in- 
clined to overoptimism, reminding 
them that reverses in Russia would 
mean increased pressure on the west- 
ern allies. 

He summed up his opinion with the 
“admonition that “the situation is seri- 
ous ifnot perilous.”

Charge Resembled a Stampede 

Maddened Animals, the Troopers

WARSAW, Poland, July 30.—The Rus- 
sian army, in the course of its recent 
retreat to the prepared defense lines 
around this city, made effective use of 
its cavalry on several occasions. The 
Cossacks, in particular, have some very 
puzzling methods of getting at the er- 
emy, none of them resembling the meth- 
ods of the review ground. 

On one occasion all that the enemy 
saw was an enormous number of mad 
horses, apparently stampeding, riderless, 
upon them. The horses, as a matter of 
fact, had two riders each, althougi 
neither was visible from the enemy’s 
point of view. 

A bullet which will stop a man must 
be very well placed to cfleck the career 
of a maddened horse, and very steady 
marksmen are required to fire effect- 
ively at a loose mob of apparently ri- 
derless horses. In this case, when a 
horse was shot down there were two 
excellent rifle shots immediately at 
work behind his body.

| Two mysterious explosions, followed 
by fire, wrecked the drug stove of. Vin- 
cent Benincasa at 1141 North Vandeven- 
ter avenue about 2 o’clock this morning. 

The front and side windows were 
blown out, a portion of the front wall 
‘was destroyed and woodwork in the 
store was charred as though it had 


been subjected to terrific heat. 

Policemen were told that shortly be- 
fore the explosions a2 man ran from the 
store, entered an automobile which had 
been standing at Jones street and Cook 
avenue, a short block west of the store, 
and drove away. 

At ghe sound of the explosions, which 
were only about 20 seconds apart, many 
persons in the neighborhood, clad only 
in their night clothes, ran into the 


street. 
Benincasa said his stock and fixtures 


were insured. He estimated the loss at 
$6000. The police report estimates it at 
$500. The damage to the building was 
about $1000. ~The second floor was va- 
cant. . 
Bought Store Two Months Ago, 

Benincasa Dought the drug store from 
H. Harris two months ago. He has 
another drug store at 1200 North Eighth 
street and lives at 4434 Ashland avenue. 
He told a i’ost-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that he had never received any 
threatening letters and had never had 
trouble with anyone ir the vicinity of 
his downtown store, which is in the 
Italian quarter. 

Benincasa said he closed the store at 
11:30 p. m., leaving no hghts or electric 
fans turned on. The crly explosives 
he kept in the store, he said, were ben- 
zine and turpentine. He had a gallon 
cr each. Thé cans contaiitie thesé Were 
found intact after the cxpiosions. 

Mrs, E. E. Griffith of 11237 North Van- 
GeventeMavenue, looked out the window 
after hearing the first explosion. A 
few seconds later, she said, there was 
% second explosion and fiames shot from 
the windows. 

Pieces of plate glass from the shat- 
tered windows were imbedded in tele- 
graph poles at the curb in front of 
the store.’ 

Saw Man Run Away. 

John Dettweiler of 3918 Cook av- 
enue, who turned in a fire alarm, 
told policemen that a man with whom 
he talked after the explosion told him 
of seeing a man run from the store 
and jump into an automobile at Jones 
street. James Asher of 3931 Cook av- 
enue said that just before the first 
»explosion he heard an automobile be- 
ing cranked and heard hurried foot- 
steps, 

The soda fountain in the store was 
wrecked. Benincasa thought gases in 
the fountain may have caused the 
explosion.

MOST OF ANTE-WAR 
MEETING PROFITS 


John C. Meyers to Retain 90 Per 
Cent and Give Neutrality 
League 1o Per cent. 


DEMONSTRATION HIS IDEA 


Proceeds Will Be Used to Pro- 
mote Similar Affairs in Other 
Cities, He Says. 


The “anti-war day demonstration,” 
to be given at Delmar Garden tomor- 
row afternoon and evening, under the 
auspices of the ‘‘American Neutrality 
League,”’ is the idea of one man—John 


C Meyers, an insurance 2gent—who will 
get 90 per cent of the league’s share of 
the profits. 

Meyers today was asked by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter to explain the finan- 
cial arrangements between himself, Del- 
mar Garden and the league. He said he 
would get 25 per cent of all the receipts 
of Delmar Garden Saturday, except the 
bar and cafe receipts and -will give the 
league 10 per cent of what he rets. He 
had to guarantee all expenses of the 
demonstration, he said, and if there 
should be a loss it would fall upon him. 
An admission charge of 10 cents will 
be made. 

Plans Other Demonstrations. 

Meyers said that he did not intend to 
retain personally the money he might 
make out of the demonstration, but in- 
tended to use it in helping out similar 
demonstrations in other cities. A special 
appeal has been made to people of Ger- 
man descent to attend the meeting, at 
which resolutions, already prepared, are 
to be adopted protesting against the 
sale of munitions of war. 

Meyers had billed as 
the principal speakers at 
onstration Prof. Eugene Kuehne- 
mann, an exchange professor of 
the Wisconsin University, who has been 
active in the pro-German propaganda 
movement in the United States. John 
W. Calhoun, president of the league, so 
strongly objected to Kuehnemann on ac- 
count of his pronounced sympathy for 
Germany, he being a Germar. citizen, 
that Meyers promised to carice] the en-

Other Speakers Declined. 

Under the name of the Neutrality 
League, Meyers has advertised that 
Speaker Champ Clark, Jane Addams, 
Mayor Thompson of Chicago and Sena- 
tor Stone of Missouri would speak at the 
meeting. The Post-Dispatch called up 
Speaker Clark, Jane Addams and Mayor 
Thompson by ‘*nag-distance telephona 
and was assure by them that they did 
not intend to speak at the Neutrality 
League meeting. 

“I want it understood that. this 
demonstration is an American patri- 
otic movement,” Meyers said today. 
“Whatever profits I receive will be 
sent to other cities to aid similar 
demonstrations.” 

“Have there been demonstrations 
in other cities?’ he was asked. 

“Yes, New York had a big demon- 
stration.” 

Says He Is the “Goat.” 

“Did New York send any money 
here to help you out?’ 

“No, I'm the goat in this thing. 
But I want to say that I:-have the 
friendliest feeling for President Cal- 
houn. I put him in nomination for 
president, and I expect to continue 
to have something to say about how 
the league is run. 

“President Calhoun recently want- 
ed to dissolve the organization, but 
I fought that. The league igs an. or- 
ganization of patriots, and while, 
just at this time a great deal of feel- 
ing exists regarding the position this 
country has taken with respect to 
traffic in arms, it is the duty of the 
president of the league to avoid fric- 
tion and fight the effort to dissolve 
the organization. 

“The league has about 100 members. 
and they are not all German.”’ 
Calhoun says that the application 
blanks fer membership have been 
amended so that new members must 
declare’ themselves neutral and unpre- 
judiced with respect to the European 
conflict before they will be admitted.

“I Never Offered to Plead Guilty to Second De- 
gree Murder; I Am as Innocent as You,” 
Message to Executive Says. 


OSSINING, N. Y., July 30.—The ‘text 
of Charles Becker's letter to Gov. Whit- 
man, attacking the executive for state- 


ments that he (Becker) had offered to 
plead guilty of murder in the second 
degree, follows: 

“You are credited in the public press 
this morning with three statements 
concerning me, each of them wholly 
untrue and unwarranted. 

“First—It is said that I offered to 
plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree. m 

“Standing on the brink of the grave 
I solemnly ask you to name the per- 
son to whom I offered to plead guilty 
to murder in the second degree or any 
crime whatever. 

‘It would be too shocking to suspect 
that the overnor of this State could 
stoop to assail with unfounded charges 
a helpless man in the very shadow of 
death. , 

“I prefer to assume that you have 

been mislead, but demand in the nam- 
of justice that you are sworn to admin- 
ister that you state how tne miscon- 
ception was caused, for the statement is 
wholly untrue. I never offered to plead 
guilty to murder in the second degrees 
or any other offense. I never authcr- 
ized anyone to make such an offer in 
my behalf. Everyone of my counsel 
assures me that he never made any 
such offer. 
“Second—It is said that I offered to 
give testimony against several persons 
(whose names are undisclosed) of hav 
ing shared with me in collecting mone/ 
from lawbreakers—what is commonly 
known as grafting. 

No Offer to Give Testimony. 

“It is wholly untrue that I ever of- 
tered to give such testimony against 
anyone. Mr. 
asked you on my behatf to take counse] 
with some citizen of pre-eminent  dis- 
tinction concerning the executive action 
justice required in my case. He assures 
me that he never made any such offer 
or said anything that could be taken as 
suggesting it. I ask you, sir, to dis- 
claim publicly this imputation of me or 
else arsign your authority for making it. 
“Third, it is said that I sent counsel 
to twuv men arrested for complicity !n 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal! at the 
moment of their arrest. This is wholly 
untree. I ask you to disclaim it. 
“Fourth, with a cruelty that is almost 
inconceivable, it is stated that my first 
wife died under circumstances warrant- 
ing suspicion that I had caused her 
death.

SING SING PRISON, OSSINING, N. Y., July 30.—Charles 
Becker was put to death in the electric chair here this morning 
for the killing of Herman Rosenthal, the New York gambler. The 
former New York Police Lieutenant protested to the last that he 
was innocent. Becker went to his death with a photograph of his 
wife pinned to his shirt over his heart, and hidden from view by 
his buttoned coat. Three shocks were given before the prison 
physician pronounced Beeker to be dead at 5:55 o'clock. 


His execution was 2 bungled job.

At the first shock of the electric current his body slumped down and

For the two succeeding shocks, which were necessary to end the last 
trace of life, the execution ‘requiring ten minutes, the straps and the elec- 


trode were readjusted. 
The mishap did not interfere with the speed of Becker’s death.

Becker walked to the chair a badly frightened man. From the time

Sometimes he smoked cigars, after 
which he would let his head fall upon 
his hands and gaze reflectively at the 
concrete floor for minutes at a time. 

Pins Wife’s Photograph to Shirt. 

Dawn found him seated on his cot, 
pinning on his white shirt just above 
his heart a photograph of his wife. 
Then, as if he desired to have her all 
to himself, Becker put on a thin black 
nipaca coat, which he tightly buttoned. 
The photograph was not seen by the 
witnesses unhtil the prison physician 
opened his coat as he sat in the death 
chair. 

Becker was put to death by the State 
executioner, whose name is unknown to 
the public. This man succeeded State 
Blectrician Davis and he said he would 
not take the job unless his name were 
kept secret. He lives in a little town 
up-state and went about his work 
briskly. The fee for the morning was 
$100—$30 for the Becker execution and 
$50 for that of a negro. 

An autopsy on the body of Becker was 
performed, in accordance with the law, 
immediately after the execution. After 
Pecker’s body had been removed from 
the electric chair the negro Haynes 
was trought into the execusion room 
and electrocuted. One of Becker’s last 
requests to Warden Osborne was that he 
be put to death before the negro 
Haynes, , 

By 10 minutes after 6 the bodies of the 
two men, one a former official in the 
police force of America’s greatest city, 
and the other that of a cruel, ignorant 
negro laborer, were stretched side by 
side in the prison morgue. 

A statement credited to Mrs. Becker 
was given out here shortly after her 
husband’s death. 

“T shall never rest,’”’ she was quoted 
as saying, “until I have exposed the 
methods which were used to convict my 
husband. Whether he was guilty or in- 
nocent, there was ho justification for 
the meanssemployed to convict him. 
“Never Regretted I Was His Wife.” 

“I would rather lose all the other 
members of my family, as dear as they 
are to me, than lose Charlie. No ons 
can take his place. In all the 10 years 
of our married life I never had occasion 
once to regret that I was his wife. 

“Charlie was no angel. He made no 
pretense of being one. He was just an 
ordinary human being—and perhaps that 
is why Ig@oved, him so.”’ 

Dr. W. O. stfliman of Auburn who as- 
sisted in the autopsy, said that Becker 
showed unusual resistance to. the elec- 
tric shocks. He said: “I noticed no un- 
usual effects upon Becker’s vital organs. 
The way he resisted the strong current 
was remarkable, showing him to be an 
unusually powerful man.”’ 

It was expected that Becker’s body 
would be removed some time today tv 
New York, where funeral services will 
probably be held on Sunday. 

Warden Thomas M. Osborne, who had 
absented himself from prison during the 
time of the double execution because he 
does not believe in capital punishment, 
returned to the prison this morning and 
sent the following telegram io Gov. 
Whitman at Albany: 

“Charles Becker and Samuel Haynes 
were executed at the prison today in

Becker was taken to the prison bath 
house. There the operation of shaving 
his head for the electrode contact was 
completed by the prison barber. He 
was attired in the ill-fitting black suit 
of the condemned, and led back to his 
cell. 

The cell last occupied by Becker is 
close to the door of the execution 
chamber. During his long tenancy of 
the death chamber he had heard 16 mer, 
pass by going to that door—among them 
the four who killed Rosenthal. Ashe 
entered the cell and threw himsélf on 
his cot prison guards drew curtains 
over the doors of the other cells in ‘the 
death house, and the rest of the con- 
demned had seen Charles Becker for the 
last time. 

Three Years After His Arrest. 

Sharing with Becker the indescribable 
anticipations that come to a man who 
sees the electric chair coming toward 
him faster and faster as the minutes 
speed by, was Sam Hayes, a negro mur- 
derer from Putnam County. But for 
the delay granted to Becker because of 
his appeal for a new trial, Hayes would 
have been electrocuted with him last 
Wednesday morning. One of the last 
acts of the negro was to shout to Becker 
his thanks for two additional days of 
life. 

A dramatic incident in connection 
with Becker’s last hours occurred while 
Father Cashin was in the cell with the 
condemned man. “What time is it?’ 
Becker suddenly asked his spiritual ad- 
viser. The question came so spontan- 
eously and with such a note of ea- 
gerness that Father Cashin divined that 
it was prompted by something more 
than idle curiosity. 

‘Tt is just 9:20 o’clock,’’ said the priest, 
as he looked at his watch. 

Becker’s face whitened. A far away 
look came into his eyes, and he ex- 
claimed: ‘“‘My God, Father, it was just 
three years ago to the minute that I 
was arrested for the Rosenthal crime.” 

Almost at the moment the news was 
received that his wife had failed to ob- 
tain clemency from Gov. Whitman, 
Becker gave out a letter that he had 
written to Gov. Whitman, in which he 
attacked the executive for having, as he 
indicated, given to the newspapers 
statements which cast a “foul asper- 
sion on my character,” and for which 
he demanded a retraction. 


“MOST PERFECTLY 
PROVEN CASE” 


Governor Says Becker Never 
Made Direct Offer of Second 


Degree Plea. 


By Associated Press. 


ALBANY, WN. Y., July 30.—Charles 
Becker never made a direct offer to 
plead guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree and never offered directly to im- 
plicate others in graft exposures, Gov. 
Whitman declared on his return from 
Poughkeepsie. 

“Becker is right in saying he never 
made a direct offer for I have not 
spoken to him since the night Rosenthal 


was nurdered,”’ the Governor said. ‘‘He 
personally never has madé any proposi- 
tion t6 me. It is a well known fact 
that his counsel offered to implicate 
others in graft disclosures and named 
five persons. It was only a short time 
ago that Becker’s counsel in New York 
City sald it was ‘up to me’ to name the 
men.” 

As for Becker's denial that he had 
ever sent counsel to men arrested for 
complicity in the Rosenthal murder and 
the allegations that his first wife had 
died under mysterious circumstances, 
the Governor would only say “that 
those charges have been published in 
newspapers for three years.” 

After answering questions concerning 
the Kecker letter, the Governor ex- 
claimed: “I don't wish to say. more 
about a man condemned to die. This 
man is guilty. There isn't the slightest 


doubt about it. It was the most per- 


fectly proven case in the annals of crim- 
inal history.’’ 


Becker’s Former Press Agente Says 
Gov. Whitman Promised Pardon. 
NEW YORK, July 30.—Gov. Whit- 

man’s denial of the story told by 

Charles B. Plitt referred to a state- 

ment made here yesterday by Plitt, 

often described as Becker’s former 
press agent. 

Plitt in his statement said: 

“Gov. Whitman while District At- 
torney of New York County sum- 
moned me to his office:a short time 
before the second Becker trial and in 
the presence of others, whose names 
I cannot now make public, Mr. Whit- 
man said to me: ‘I want you to help 
convict Becker in his coming trial. 
Your appearance on the stand as his 
former press agent will make a big 
difference in the outcome.’ 

Plitt’s statement continued: 

“T am not sure of Mr. Whitman’s 
exact words, but he safd in effect: 
‘Just as soon as I am elected Governor 
I will see that he is pardoned.’ Three 
weeks ago I went to Albany and re- 
minded the Governor of what he had 
said to me on that occasion. He re- 
plied that he did not recollect the 
conversation.” 


Recker Maintained Innocence to Last, 
Priest aye. 
OSSINING, N. Y., July 30.—Following 


Becker’s execution reporters addressed 
the following question to Father Cashin. 
prisoa chaplain, 

‘From your experience with con- 
demned men is it not your belief that 
a guilly man always confesses in the 
last faw hours?’’* 

“Invariably,” the priest responded. 
“Usually the confession comes after the 
sacrament has been given. Becker main- 
tained his innocence to the end. Father 
Curry said to him, after we had admin- 
istersi the Holy Sacrament, ‘Are you 
guilty, by word or deed or in any man- 
ner whatsoever, of this crime?’ 

“Becker answered: ‘Father, as I stand 
on the brink of the grave, I am not.’”’

OF MRS. BECKER 


Governor, After Denying Her 
Request to Save Becker, Ad- 
mired Her Composure. 


NEW YORK, July 30.—Returning from 
her last- visit to the death house at 
Sing Sing Prison, where she had taken 
her farewell of her husband, Mrs. 
Charles Becker arrived at the Becker 
home in the Bronx at 2:40 a. m. today. 
She was accompanied by one of Beck- 
er’s brothers, who half carried her into 
the house. Mrs. Becker showed evi- 
dences of the deep distress she was un- 
dergoing. No effort was made to ques- 
tion her about her visit to Sing Sing. 
She was met by her sister, Miss Mary 
Lynch. Her mrother, John Lynch, said 
she was bearing up well today. 

An undertaker went to Ossining today 
to get Becker’s body. The funeral will 
take place Monday. <A solemn high 
requiem mass will be said at the Church 
of St. Nicholas of Tolenting by the 
Rev. Nicholas J. Murray. 

In a dimly-lighted room of the Nelson 
House at Poughkeepsie last night, Mrs. 
Becker pleaded futilely with Gov, Whit- 
man to commute her husband’s sen- 
tence to life imprisonment. 


Composure Maintained. 


Weeping slightly but maintaining 
such control that the Governor later re- 
marked admiringly on her composure, 
she based her appeal solely on her belief 
in her husbarfi's innocence. There was 
no cffer, either by her or John B. 
Johneton, one of Becker's attorneys, 
who eccompanied her, to expose any- 
thing in exchange for the convicted 
man's life. 

“Governor, I know Charlie is no 
saint,”’ was her repeated assertion, “bur 
he is not the foul murderer he has been 
tranded.”’ 

The Governor was visibly affected but 
shook his head negatively. 

“I cannot,”’ he said, ‘“‘but I want you 
to feel free to tell me everything. if 
there is anything that you know that 
you think would help your husband or 
that I should know, you may tell it to 
mé6 with the fullest assurance that it 
will be absolutely confidential.” 

“There is nothing to tell,”” Mrs. Beck- 
er replied. “I only know he is Inno- 
cent.’ 

Attorney Sought a Reprieve. 

The conference between Mrs. Becker 
and the Governor lasted about fifteen 
minutes. Johnston and Maj. John Stan- 
ley Moore, the Governor’s military sec- 
retary, aleo were present. 

Prior to seeing: Mrs. Becker, the Gov- 
ernor conferred for more than an hour 
with Johnston. The attorney appealed 
for a reprieve in order that the case 
might be taken to the Court of Appeals 
and also asked the Governor to permit 
former Justices Edgar M. Cullen and 
William D. Andrews to pass on the ap- 
peal for a commutation or reprieve as 
specially appointed commissioners. 

The executive denied both requests. 
When asked to grant a reprieve that 
new evidence might be submitted, the 
Governor said there was rone. 


The conference at Poughkeepsie Was 
arranged only after the telephone wires 
between Albany and Camp Whitman. 
where the Governor had gone to review 
the New York State Militia, had been 
kept busy for several hours in an at- 
tempt to locate him. He left Albany 
about 10 o'clock yesterday morning and 
Mrs. Becker and Johnston arrived there 
shortly after 11:3 in the hope of seeing 
the executive. They remained at an Al- 
bany hotel until about 4 o’clock In the

Mrs. Becker Silently Waited. 

Nearly all day Mrs. Becker main- 
tained silence, seldom speaking, even 
co Johnston. Few recognized her and 
she recognized no one. 

A crowd as large as that often seen 
in front of the hotel on regatta days 
had gathered about the Nelson House 
when the Governor’s car rolled up about 
6:30 o’clock. Ten minutes later a car 
bearing Mrs. Becker and Johnston ar- 
rived. 

Mrs. Becker, unsupported, passed 
through the lobby to the elevator and 
ascended to the second floor, where the 
Vovernor was waiting. 

For more than an. hour; while John- 
ston pleaded his points of law with the 
Governor, Mrs. Becker sat aléne in a 
darkened room. Meanwhile, the halls 
outside filled with people. One man 
was quite certain that, if he could 
whisper one word into the Governor's 
ear, Becker's life would be saved. He 
was not admitted to the Gevernor.

Two women who were about to have 
tea walked into the door of the room 
Mrs. Becker occupied and asked her if 
she would like a cup'of tea. 

“No, ne,’ she murmured, 
lowered veil, “please leave 
That is all I ask.” 

When the Governor had completed 
his conference with Johnston, the doors 
of the room were opened and the Gov- 
ernor walked over to Mrs. Becker. 
rose immediately and began to talk to 
him. 

As between Mrs. Becker and the Gov- 
ernor, she appeared to have her nerves 
under better control than he. His face 
was flushed, his collar wilted and he 
stood wearily clasping his hands to- 
gether when he saw several newspaper 
men soon after he had left her. 

“I suppose,” he said very slowly, ‘‘that 
you want to ask me if I have seen 
Mrs. Becker. I have, and I have told 
her that I cannot intervene.”’ 

Turning then to Johnston, the Gover- 
nor said: 

‘You had better make a statement 
now.” 

Johnston then explained the legal 
points in the case which he had raised. 
and the Governor told on what grounds 
he had refused to consider them just 
cause for his interfering with the exe- 
cution. 

Experience Was Trying. 

As the Governor finished talking, he 
moved over to a chair and sat down on 
the arm limply. 

“It's been a trying experience for me,” 
he said. “I thought I had gone through 
everything possible in the District At- 
torney’s office, but I know now that 
such was not the Gaze.”’ 

“Are you in favor of the pardoning 
power being placed with a commission?”

“No,” he replied quickly, straighten- 
ing up.

The Gov- 
ernor said positively that any report at- 
tributed to him that Becker had made 
such an offer was unwarranted, but he 
added that he would not deny the truth 
of such a statement.

BERLIN EXPECTED | 
10 INVESTIGATE 
PASSPORT FRAUDS 


Complaint of U. S. That Spies 
Get Forged Credentials Will 
Hardly Go Unnoticed. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—Reply from 
Germany to the American representa- 
tions on forgeries of American passports 
is not expected before next week. at the 
earliest. Officials here believe the Bertin 
foreigi, office will take time for investi- 
gation. No specific treaty provision cov- 
ers the case, but forgeries of passports 
are breaches of amenity and courtesy 
between Governments which seldom g0 
unnoticed. 

It has been suggested that the British 
Government may be forced to adopt the 
rigid French system of vising paesports. 
France requires a passport to be deposit- 
ed with a Consul-General for investiga- 
tion three days before sailing. The meas- 
ure causes some inconvenience to travel- 
ers and for that reason, it is sald, Great 
Britain has avoided it so far. 

Consul-General Skinner at London to- 
day notified the State Department of a 
new British regulation requiring masters 
and sailors on neutral ships visiting 
British ports to be provided with pass- 
ports or identification papers and to 
present such papers for registry if re- 
maining more than 2 hours in British 
waters. 

Order May Embarrass U. 5. 

The Bureau cf Navigation of the De- 
partment of Commerce has been asked 
by the State Department to work out 
some means of complying with the order 
without embarrassing American ship- 
ping. Until the order is in full force, 
temporary landing permits will be is- 
sued. 

A large proportion of the crews of 
American ships are neither native 
Americans nor naturalized Americans 
and cannot receive passports from the 
United States. That presents a difficulty 
which ‘may be an embarrassment to 
American trade. It was explained that 
the order is aimed at German spies. 

Action of the American Government 
was based on sworn testimony of sév- 
eral alleged German spies apprehended 
by the British authorities agd state- 
ments of Americans whose genuine pass- 
ports are alleged to have been forged. 
Ambassador Gerard is directed to seek 
an explanation of that portion of teati- 
mony in several cases which appears to 
make agents of the German Govern- 
ment responsible for the forgeries. 


Repeated Instances of Abuse. 

Officials here have been deeply con- 
cerned for some time at repeated in- 
stances of abuse of American passports, 
despite every effort to restrict and safe- 
guard issuance. It was pointed out, 
however, that there was no recourse 
against deliberate forgery of a passport 
or any other document. 

Admitting that it is a delicate matter 
to address a friendly Government in 
such @ case, officials here feel the evi- 
dence in these cases has been developed 
so publicly that no other course ap- 
peared but to afford the German Gov- 
ernment an opportunity to disavow re- 
sponsibility for the actions of alleged 
agents by entering a complete denial of 
the charges. 

False Passports Traced. 

Beginning with the developments in 
the case of the German-American Kup- 
ferle, who killed himself after admitting 
that as a German spy he had been 
supplied with a bogus American pass- 
port by his superiors, the State De- 
partment has been tracing the history of 
other false passports. 

Developments in the case of the al- 
leged German spy Bruckow, who has 
been on trial in London for the last 
three weeks, have materially strength- 
ened the hands of the investigators here. 
It has been found that a passport is- 
sued to a young American business 
man traveling in Germany was tempo- 
rarily in the custody of the Berlin po- 
lice in conformity with their demand. 
The passport was returned, but it now 
appears that Bruckow was equipped 
with a facsimile containing his own por- 
trait, but bearing the name and number 
of the document issued to the Amer- 
ican. 


Man With Forged Passport Says He 
Got It From German Agent. 
LONDON, July 3.—It has been learned 
here on high authority that the British 
authorities have arrested a German sub- 
ject who had in his possession an Amer. 
ican passport which the arrested man 
admits is not genuine. The forged docu- 
ment has been compared with the orig- 
inal passport, which was issued to @ 

bonna fide American citizen. 

The real passport, which was sent tv 
London by the State Department at 
Washington, shows that the forgery is 
a dangerous imitation. . 

The arrested man is understood to 
have declared that the false passport 
was given to him in Antwerp by Capt. 
Schneitzer, a German secret service of- 
ficer. 

The real passport, on which the bogus 
one was based, was issued to an Amer- 
ican business man, who reached Ger- 
many March 2% and left that country 
April & This man was at his home 
with hie passport when the holder of 
the false document was arrested in En- 
gland. 

Holder of Bogus Passport Sentenced 

Carl Reinhard, a German who has 4 
residence in Richmond, England, was 
sentenced at Falmouth yesterday to six 
months’ imprisonment at hard labor 
for landing in England from the Unitea 
States with a passport, which, accord- 
ing to the eVidence, he admitted was 
forged. Reinhard arrived at Falmouth 
on the Dutch Niner Rotterdam with a 
passport made out in the name of “‘Al- 
fred Geysell,”” a Swiss.

Expects Pay for Leelanaw, 
The Washington Government expects 
Germany to pay for the American 
steanir Leelanaw, sunk by a German 
submarine off the Orkney Island’ last 
Sunday, and the State Department has 
transmitted instructions to Ambassador 
Gerard for proper presentation of the 
claim. No amount is stated in the ap- 
plication for indemnity, as the depart- 
mént ia8 not yet réceived the necessary 
data from the ship’s owners.

The 
sonsensus appears to be that Presi- 
dent Wilson deliberately and inten- 
tionally slammed the door shut 


against any further exchanges. 

In parliamentary circles it is said 
that any answer which Germany 
could give would tend only to make 
mutters worse, strain the present del- 
icate relations still more and increase 
the state of public feeling in both 
countries over the irreconcilable dif- 


ferences of standpoints, and all that 
without accomplishing anything good. 

It would seem that the President’s lat- 
est state document has played into the 
hands of those who, from the first took 
the stand here that it was useless tu 
make any concessions, contending that 
such would be taken as a sign of Ger- 
many’s weakening, and that America 
would be satisfied with nothing short of 
the complete abandonment of the 
U-boat warfare against England. These 
persons argue that President Wilson’s 
note has proved their contention. 

Myth of Secret Compact. 

The tene of the note has also given 

root to the myth that the American 
Government, seeing its country endan- 
gered by Japan, has made a secret com- 
pact with England, and that President 
Wilson’s attitude concerning Germany’s 
submarine policy is at the behest of 
England. 
‘{As ridiculous as this may seem to us 
Americans, it nonetheless finds ready 
belief here, even in circles which one 
would believe ought to know better. 

“But,” they say, ‘“‘we can find no 
other explanation tor the unneutrai, un- 
fair, partial, antagonistic and unfriend- 
ly attitude of the American Govern- 
ment.””

However, the prop- 
erty adjoining the blind alley on the 
north, on which the trust company 
proposes to build its addition, is now 
assessed at $1500 a front foot on an 
Eighth street frontage. Officials in the 
Assessor's office said this was about 50 
per cent of its estimated value, so that, 
in their opinion, the property adjoining 
the blind alley on.the north is worth 
about $3000 a front foot. 

The privately-owned passageway be- 
tween the Mercantile Trust Building and 
its leased property north of its build- 
ing, is assessed at $225 a front foot. This 
passageway is only 31% feet deep. 

If the assessment of $1500 a front foot 
for adjoining property were accepted as 
a basis of value for the blind alley and 
the passageway, the value of the blind 
alley, per front foot, would be $1275, or 
the difference between the assessed val- 
uations of the passageway ($225 a foot) 
and the property adjoining on the north 
($1500 a foot). The blind alley is 235-6 
feet wide. On this calculation the blind 
alley would have an assessment value of 
$30,385.50. If the assessment value is 50 
per cent, as Assessor’s deputies state, 
the actual value of the alley under this 
calculation would be $60,771. 


Probably Low Figure. 
It was pointed out that $225 a foot 


probably was a low assessment for the 
passageway, as it is upon Fighth street 
and as its depth is one-fourth of the 
depth of adjoining property assessed at 
$1500 a foot. 

A new bill was agreed on yesterday, 
in a conference between Festus J. 
Wade, president of the company, and 
President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, It stipulates that, unless 
the trust company, within three years 
from the date of approval of the or- 
dinance, erects an addition to its pvres- 
ent quarters, of the same style of archi- 
tecture, and costing not less than $200,- 
000, the blind alley shall remain public 
property. A bond of $15,000 is to be 
given by the company. 

Alderman Barney Schwartz said gfes- 
terday that the Aldermen, so far as he 
knew, thought $2500 a sufficient price 
for the blind alley, and that the city 
would be further compensated by having 
a fine building erected, on which in- 
creased taxes would be paid. 

The form of the new bill, requiring 
that the new building be erected within 
a certain time, was due to the city’s 
experience with the Granite Realty and 
Investment Co. This company, in which 
the Niedringhaus family is interested, 
asked that Second street, between Flori- 
da street and Cass avenue, be vacated, 
and it was understood that a $1,000,000 
warehouse was to be built. Instead, a 
roof was thrown across the vacated 
street, which is now being used as a 
one-story warehouse. The city found 
itself without redress in that case.

WASHINGTON, July %.—President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor today reiterated his 
charge that fcreign influences had been 
working to make strikcs in the United 
States and called upon the working 
man to discountenance any such at- 
tempts. Gompers made rublic his cor- 
respondence with the Central Federa- 
tion Union of New York which made 
ar inquiry Yregarding a statement at- 
tributed to Gompers that “officers of 
international unions had received money 
to pull off strikes in Bridgeport and 
eleswhere in ammuniiivn factories. 
elsewhere in emmunition factories.” 


Funtons,” wrote Gompers, “nor did I use 


the words German, nor did I mention 
Bridgeport, nor did I refer to ammuni- 
tion factories. What I did say was 
that authentic informazion had come to 
me that efforts had beer: made to cor- 
rupt men for the purpose of having 
strikes inaugurated among seamen anu 
longshoremen engaged in handling 
American prcecucts and manning ships 
for European ports, that the corrupt- 
ing influence was bein.y conducted by 
agents of a foreign Guvernment and 
that I had no doubt the same agencies 
and influences were «at work elsewhere 
with the same purposes in view. 

“We should ell enter pritest and frown 
down upon any forelyn interference, 
no matter what motive actuated, par- 
ticularly when that motive is ulterior 
and to the deiriment of the good name 
frowth and permanenc? of our great 
cause, 

“That the effort has teen made to 
ccrrupt some of our men for such a 
purpose is true, but that the strikes 
have been inaugurated ‘!s untrue; and it 
‘s untrue because the men who have 
given time and service to the workers 
of our country have interposed in time.’”’

BOSTON, July 30.—The ‘war muni- 
tions’ strike agitation spread yesterday 
to this city, where the plant of the 
Becker Milling Machine Co. in the Hyde 
Park district was shut down after a 
large number of men had left their 
work, 

Last night employes of the B. F. 
Sturtevant Co. of Readville, which like 
the Becker firm is opntrolled by former 
Gov. Eugene N. Foss, held a meeting 
in Hyde Park. Speakers urged a move- 
ment in favor of shorter hours and in- 
creased pay, but no action was taken. 

The strike at the Becker plant fol- 
lowed the refusal of former Gov.

CHICAGO, July 3.—When the inquiry

ert Reid, United States Inspector of 
Steamboats, with headquarters at 
Grand Haven, Mich., was recalled to) 
the stand. ; 

Reid was one of the six men ordered 
held by the Coroner’s jury to the State 
grand jury. and is the father-in-law of 
J. M. Erickson, chief engineer of the 
Eastland, who also was held to the 
grand jury. 

The witness was examined by A. L 
Thurman, solicitor for the Department 
of Commerce. 

Once Carried 3000 Passengers, 

“T first saw the Eastland in the 
Chicago River in June, 1906,” said 
Inspector Reid. “I was then an as- 
sistant hull inspector.- The boat was 
then allowed to carry 3000 passen- 
gers. I think that certificate was 
in effect only during the season of 
1906. . 

“Tl made my first inspection of the 
Eastland at Grand Haven, Mich., in 
June, 1914, just after her return from 
Cleveland, where she had been for 
several years. 

“At that time I knew no members of 
the owning company except George T. 
Arnold, the president. He was a per- 
sonal acquaintance. The boat was taken 
to Benton Harbor, Mich., and Inspector 
Cc. C. Eckliff and I inspected her there 
June 10, 1914. At that time I found the 
general condition of the steamer and 
her life saving apparatus gocd. I gave 
her a capacity of 20465. 

‘‘In determining her capacity I con- 
sidered the life saving apparatus and 
did not take into consideration the deck 
space though it was the general practice 
to do so. I knew she had deck space for 
3000 persons.”’ 

Sen-in-Law Made Engineer. 

Inspector. Keiad said that the general 
rule in determining the deck space as a 
basis for esiimating the passenger ca- 
pacity of a boat was ‘to divide the 
rumber of square fect of deck space 
by either six, seven, eight or nine.’’ 

“When Eckliff and T fixed the capac- 
ity of the. boat,"" said Reid, ‘George 
T. Arnold, president of the St. Joseph- 
Chicago Steamship Co,, William  H. 
Hull, vice president, and Walter C. 
Steele, secretary, were ebcard.”’ 

The witness said that his son-in-Jaw, 
J. M. Erickson, had applied for the pos- 
ition of chief engineer of the Eastland 


into the causes of the HKast- 


‘at the request of his wife and that Hull 


had written a letter to the Grand Haven 
Inspection Board askine about Erick- 
son’s qualifications. Erickson was later 
appointed chief engineer. 

Inspector Reid said that at one time 
he had angered Hull by refusing to 
grant a certificate of inspection to the 
steamer Eugene C. Hart. 

“I have had my character attacked 
more than once,’ said the witness, ‘‘be- 
cause I refused to certify boats.” 

Inspector Reid declared that no boat 
owner ever had tried to influence him 
in making inspections of vessels. 

He told of amending the Eastland’s 
capacity certificate, July 2, 1915, allow- 
ing her to carry 2600 passengers. The 
new permit, he said, was based on the 
addition of four life rafts to her life- 
saving equipment. The witness admit- 
ted that when he issued the new per- 
mit he was only advised of the new 
life rafts by an affidavit from Capt. 
Pedersen, but he said “four days later 
I saw the rafts myself on the vessel.” 

Captain Says He Will Fight. 

Capt. Henry Pedersen of the East- 
land declared in an interview at the 
county jail that he would make a 
fight to prove himself innocent. 

“The responsibility is not mine,” he 
said. “I often noticed the boat list, 
but it never was anything serious 
and I believed the engineer knew 
his ‘duties and business. I had cer 
tain duties to perform and my power 
was limited to these. I carried out 
orders to the bestsof my rability.” 

City officials today started an in- 
vestigation of every excursion and 
passenger vessel plying the lakes out 
of Chicago. The work is being done 
by a subcommittee of the City Coun- 
cil in conjunction with the Engi- 
neering Bureau and the Harbor 
Master.

ALMOST TOA MAN 


Councilman Samuel E. Heffern 
Declares 90 Per Cent of Peo- 
ple Would Vote for It. 


Ferguson, a St. Louls County town 
of 2700 population, would vote. almost 
unanimously for annexation to S&t. 
Louis, in the opinion of Samuel E. Hef- 
fern, member of the Ferguson Council 
from the Fourth Ward, who is in the 
jewelry business at 805 Locust street. 

“J read an interview given to the 
Post-Dispatch by Charles A. Baker of 
Webster Groves, in which he atated that 
the people of that city would oppose 
annexation,’’ Heffern said. 

“Now, it is a fact that 99 out of every 
100 persons in Webster Groves and other 
towns in St Louts County maxe their 
living in St. Louis. They ought to be 
glad of an opportunity to be annexed 
to St. Louls and become an integral par 
of a great city. ° 

“If the people who live in St. Louis 
County and who have business or are 
employed in St. Louis can help S8t. 
Louis to hold fourth place when the 
next census is taken they certainly 
ought to be willing to do it. 


Would Mean Lower Rates. 
“Annexation to St. Louis, as I see it, 


will mean better electric light, water, 
gas and telephone rates, and eventually 
better street car facilities. and lower 
rates. 

“T should not expect an immediate re- 
duction in street car fares, but as the 
intervening sections built up and the 
population increased, the traffic would 
increase to such an extent that lower 
fares would be possible. 

“Then the county would get the ad- 
vantage of St. Louis’ experience in the 
laying out and the construction of its 
streets, its subdivisions and we would 
have St. Louis supervision over our 
public schools. 

“The tax rate in Webster Groves, I 
understand, js higher than it is in St. 
Louis, and in Ferguson I think it is 
about the same as in St. Louis. What- 
ever little difference there might be in 
the tax rate would not be enough to 
weigh against the advantage that woul 
accrue to the county towns from being 
annexed to the city. 


Trouble in Building Streets. 
“We now have a great deal of diffi- 


culty in building our streets. We have 
to pay for them in at least two years, 
while under the city plan we could have 
seven years, and probably could avail 
ourselves of the improvement bond is- 
sue plan, under which 10 years’ time 
would be allowed. 

“T can see that there would be so 
many advantages in being a part of St. 
Louis, and so few disadvantages, that 
I am surprised that there is any oppo- 
sition to the idea. I am satisfied that 
more than 9 per cent of the people of 
Ferguson would be more than glad of 
an opportunity to do something for St. 
Louis, where they have their business 
and make the money which enables 
them to enjoy life in the pleasant sur- 
roundings of a nearly ideal suburban 
town.”

Persons With Teutonic Names Find It Conve- 
nient to Change Them, and National 
Discussion of War Is Impossible.

HE bitterness 

T that exists 
here in 

Rome is discour- 
aging. Rational 
discussion is im- 
possible. If one 
suggests that 
there may be some- 
thing to be said 
on the other side 
—if one even ,at- 
tempts to offset 
fact with fact— 
one ig called pro- 
German. Worse— 
if one ever suggests a 
ternative, like continuous meditation 
regardewithout armtetice, one is re- 
garded as - next %0 suspicious. I, 
who would depiore psthing ac much as 
a German victory—except a victory for 
the allies, believing as I do that where 
there is conquest there is the inevi- 
table aftermath of aggression on the 
part of the victor and resentment on 
the part of the vanquished, a com- 
bination bound to produce future 
wars—I am accused of pro-German 
inclinations. 
Perhaps the accusation is just. I 
certainly believe that the truth of 
Germany's position is as yet un- 
known. To know that truth one must 
begin as far back as the conference 
of Madrid in 1880. At a future time, 
if certain documents come into my 
possession, I shall hope to give a 
resume of international relations 
from the time of that conference up 
to date. Only with such knowledge 
may the present situation be fully 
comprehended.

How Nations Must Expand. 
Meanwhile keep this fact in mind: 
That a nation is without the means 
of procedure at the common disposal 
of every individual. If I wish to en- 
large my house or grounds for rea- 
sons of my own—comfort or neces- 
sity or what not—I apply here and 
there, to this person or that, until I 
find somebody willing. to sell the 
thing that I wish to buy. The trans- 
action between us, when I find such 
an individual, takes place quietly and 
reasonably. But when a nation wishes 
to expand, for reasons of her own, 
there is no market where she may 
purchase the land that she has need 
of. She should be in a position—all 
nations should—to say: “I have need 
of a seaport here or a colony there. 
Have you got one to sell? And at 
what price?” England says “No,” per- 
haps; so does France. Then Germany, 
if it is she who is in need, applies 
to Holland. Holland replies: ‘Yes, I’ve 
‘@ bit of land that I do not need (Java, 
for instance) at such a price; are you 
prepared to pay?’ And they come to 
an agreement. But such a situation 
is not possible under present ar- 
rangements. The moment Germany 
starts on her quest, England gets 
suspicious, draws in her horns. The 
nations immediately assume a defen- 
sive position. Peaceable bargaining is 
out of the question, So when the 
need becomes too great war, as the 
sole method of acquisition, is re- 
sorted to. 

However, I shall hope to illustrate 
that situation later on. 

Hate and Intolerance Evident, 
Meanwhile here in Rome a species 
of hate and intolerance is everywhere 
evident. I heard one grand dame say: 
“Tl could not shake hands with a Ger- 
man. I. could not stay in the room 
with one. I think I should faint at 
the sight of one.” “Huns, barbarians, 
savages, beasts, bloodsuckers, beyond 
the pale’’—these are phrases of every- 
day application. One would think the 
Germans alone guilty of the crime of 
warfare. People’ seem to forget En- 
gland in South Africa, France in Mo- 
rocco, Belgium in the Congo, Italy in 
Tripoli. 

The use of gas and the sinking of 
te Lusitania are the greatest of the 
crimes chargeable to Germany. I should 
think these people who deplore gas 
would use arrows instead of bullets, if 
it is traprovement in the method of kill- 
ing that they object to. If to kill is to 
decide the right or wrong of a situation, 
by all logic he who kills most and most 
wickedly is most to be admired. To say 
that international usages and law forbid 
certain forms of warfare is as absurd 
as to lay down certain rules for murder 
and then become indignant because the 
murderer does not adhere to them. Civ- 
{lized warfare is a contradition in 
terminis. 

As tw the sinking of the Lusitania, it 
seems to me so justifiable, granted the 
abomination of war, that discussion is 
futile. Let neutrals stay away from bel- 
ligerent territory, unless at their own 
risks, and iet war be extended to all the 
nation, noncombatants included. So we 
shall have done with it. Otherwise we 
might choose three men from either 
side and let them settle it between them. 
The game of the nation at war is to anni- 
hilate the enemy. And the enemy con- 
gist of those at home as well as those 
under arms. To sink a shipload of non- 
combatants is no worse than to attempt 
to starve a nation—women and children 
{included—tnto submission. 

That, of course, is not the general sen- 
timent here, but it is nevertheless true 
for all that. 

Here everything German is taboo. Peo- 
ple must change names that are Ger- 
man, even if they themselves are not. 
Tt know of a family of Swiss confec- 
tioners who did so, and even so life was 
so intolerable that they were obliged 
to move back to Switzerland. 

‘The young lady who types my let- 
ters for me, a German by extraction, 
who has lived in Italy for the last five 


years, is obliged to call herself 


When her card was brought to me, with 
its German name, my friends, the bell- 
boy, the cancierge, everybody, looked at 
me with eyes of suspicion. 

A Neapolitan lady, who lives in this 
hotel, and who has been for years a 
dominant figure in Roman society, the 
Countess M., is obliged to keep to her 
rooms except at meal times, because the 
atmosphere for her is so uncomfortable. 
She once “entertained the Kaiser, and 
before the war she expressed herself as 
opposed to war with Germany. She has 
been the subject of newspaper lampoons 
and suspicious comment ever _ since, 
though she has declared that her sym- 
pathies are profoundly with her country, 
now that that country is engaged in 
warfare. 

For that matter, most of the aristoc- 
racy here were opposed to war. Now 
they say: 

“Since we are at war, the time for 
discussion is over. We must do our 
duty."” And the sons have vtlunteered 


sentiment of a good many of those who 
are frankly opposed to war on prin- 
ciple. 

War Discussion Barred, 

There appeared in a recent Italian 
daily a comment on an incident that 
I think is significant of the present 
state of national feeling. A proprietor 
of a boarding house had been obliged 
to notify his guests that war discus- 
sion could not take place, because the 
peace of the household was disturbed 
and other guests complained. The 
paper urged that such a household 
where discussion pro and,con were pos- 
sible should be closed. 

This extract from a German news- 
paper is interesting by way of con- 
trast (hastily but literally translated 
about June 1, from ‘a _ recent leading 
Dresden newspaper): 

“The military headquarters 
nounces: 

“‘Ttaly has separated herself from 
her allies and gone over to our ene- 
mies. As justified as is our dislike of 
such a breach of good faith, yet it is 
nevertheléss desirable that all out- 
breaks against Italians living in our 
country be avoided. War must be con- 
ducted upon battlefields, and not in 
coffee houses and restaurants, as is a: 
present the case in England, where it 
is even carried on in the streets. When 
nation fights against nation, yet, at 
least according to German sentiments, 
the individual is to be as much _ re- 
spected as private property. 


“‘*Any other attitude on the part of 
the people only creates temporary an- 
noyances for the foreigner, while the 
prestige of Germany’s culture and men- 
tality is thereby permanently injured 
On this account, therefore, the nation- 
al decision is ‘absolutely to protect 
foreigners, as long as they are harm- 


an- 


in overwhelming numbers. This is the 


less, against all hasty actions and un- 


warranted assaults, and it is especia'- 
ly expected that the people of Berlin, 
who heretofore have been an example 
to the whole German nation, should 
continue to prevent the molesting o* 
the stranger within our gates.’’’ ”’

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
A dispatch from Athens, Greece, to 

the Overseas News Agency Says: 

“The American cruiser North Carolina 
recently returned to Greece from an 
extended trip in the war zone. The 
officers of the ship told an acquaintance 
that the real losses of the entente allies 
in the Dardanelles surpassed everything 
heretofore reported.

HOW HE PUT LID ON 
AN ISLAND REVOLT 


A. C. Dillingham, Now at Son’s 
Home at Barracks Here, Made 
San Domingo Peaceful. 


WAR FOUGHT LIKE GAME 


Haitian Uprising Recalls Effec- 
tive Method He Used in Deal- 
ing With Like Problem. 


uprising and the landing 
forces in Haitian ports 
have recalled the measures which the 
United States Government took in the 
republic of San Domingo, Haiti's next- 
door neighbor, 11 years ago.. The United 
States not only stopped the revolution 
which was then going on, but it put an 
end to the revolution business in San 
Domingo. 

It happens that the man who put the 
American measures into effect in San 
Domingo, in 1904, is now living near St. 
Louis. He is Rear Admiral Albert C. 
Dillingham, VU. S. N., retired, who is at 
the home of his son, Capt. Dillingham 
of the army, at Jefferson Barracks. 

Rear Admira!] Dillingham has followed 
the events in Haiti, in the last three 
days, with great interest. When a Post- 
Dispatch reporter called on him at the 
barracks yesterday, he said he did not 
wish to take the attitude of advising 
the Government what to do in Haiti, but 
he was willing to tell, from close per- 
sonal knowledge, of what was done in 
Sa. Domingo, and he indicated his teiief 
that like measures would be effective 
in other places where conditions are 
in a general way the same. Political 
conditions in Haiti and San Domingo 
bave been considered much alike, though 
there is some difference, racially, be- 
tween the inhabitants of the two coun- 
tries. 

Method Used in San Domingo. 

The method adopted by the United 
States in San Domingo was to take 
charge of the customs receipts, thus re- 
moving the prize for which revolutions 
strive: to select a party or faction to 
take charge of the Government, and to 
guarantee security to the administra- 
tion so long as it gives good govern- 
ment. 

“It was fourd in San Domingo,” said 
Rear Admiral Dillinghum, “and I sup- 
ose the same is true in Haiti, that 
pcelitics was nothing ruwre than revo- 
lutions.

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ular custom for centuries, and the 
revolutionists always won, because 
there were always more of the outs 
than of the ips. A sort of feudal sys- 
tem prevailed and jefes. cr chiefs, con- 
trolled 200 or 300 men cach, and the 
Government had to buy the support vl 
inese jefes by payments of public 
money. 

“The regular procedure of a revo'd- 
tion was, first, to mobilize in some te- 
cure locality, then to gain possession of 
a port of entry and take over the cus- 
toms receipts. 

“It was a well-known fect that firms 
abroad, particularly in Holland, made 
a business cf financ.ry revolutions 
where there was a fair certainty of 
success. The paper of the revolution- 
ary party would be acceyted and hon- 
ored before the revolutivn was over. The 
customs receipts were cepended on to 
seimburse the foreigners who made a 
busimess of «aiiderwriting revclutions. 

Usual Revolution Was On. 

“The San Vomingo Gcvernment wa? 
unable to meet its obligations and there 
was great pressure from foreign gov- 
ernments to have the claims of their 
citizens satisfied. The usual revolution 
Was going on, and the lives and prop- 
erty of foreigners were in constant 
danger. Foreign governments wished 
the United S:ates to intervene, or to 
permit intervention by them. 

“Under those circumstances i was 
sent to San Domingo, with, instructions 
to bring about peace ano settlement 
by which at least 50 per cent of the 
customs receipts wouli be deposited in 
this country to meat foreign obliga- 
tions. I was told that the United States 
recognized no government in San Do- 
mingo. This left me free to make my 
cwn selection. 

“Under those circumstances a policy 
is good just as fdr »s you have the 
men and the guns to enforce it, and no 
farther. Wien the fevolutionists at- 
tacked Puerta Plata, I was in a very 
geod position to enforce my policy, for 
the guns of my ships commanded the 
piace. 

Had Revolution Cellars. 

“The usuaj revoluticnary castom was 
tc carry the battle right into the ctreets 
ot the town. The people had revolu- 
tion cellars in their houses, and the 
women would take their knitting down 
there, peeking out at intervals to see 
whether the revolution was over. 

“But this time, I notified both sides 
that they must keep their fighting out- 
side the town, to insure the safety of 
foreign residents. I told Suspedes, the 
head of the Government troops, and 
Deschamps, the rebel leader, that if 
they were going to have a battle, Sus- 
pedes must march his troops a certain 
distance outside the town, and that then 
they could fight. I put a ring of big 
red flags around the town, and I ruled 
that whichever side was driven inside 
that circle was beaten, and must sur- 
render. 

“So Suspedes marched his men out to 
a strategic position, and the battle was 
carried on like a sporting event, with 
about 2000 men cn each side. The rebels 
were driven inside the line of red flags, 
and soon afterward they were all 
marched up to the fortress as prison- 
ers, their arms were taken, and they 
were permitted to go home. . 

Got the Factions Together. 

“Prat caused a cencentration of the 
remaining rebel forces, over in the next 
province, and I moved my ships over 
there, got the rebels and the Govern: 
ment leaders together, and got them to 
sign up an agreement for a new govern- 
ment, with the United States as cus- 


todian of 55 per cent of the custom re- 
ceipts. The other 45 per cent sufficed 
to run the Government. 

“The final session was held in a hall, 
with @restless and suspicious populace 
outside, and at the request of some of 
the leaders, I sat out of range of the 
window, as they feared that a stray 
bullet might come through. <As we 
went out at 1:30 a. m., the crowd was 
still there, but a native band was play- 
ing the Star Spangled Banner. 

“The people of those countries afe 
very jealous of their independence, but 
when this is. assured to them, they are 
ready to consider peace measures, for 
the mass of the people is naturally 
peace-loving. The people of San Do- 
mingo are learning the ways of good 
government, and they have political 
parties and free speech, things which 
they never had in any genuine form: be- 
fore.”’ ’

SAFETY ARES 
CHARGE IN TAIT 


After Conference With American 
Officials It Orders Disarm- 
ament in Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Juiy 30.—Secretary 
Lansing announced today that a com- 
mittee of public safety, organized in 
Port au Prince, Haiti, had taken charge 
of the capital and is conducting the de 
facto Government. After a _. confer- 
ence with American naval officers and 
the American Charge d’Affaires, the 
committee decided upon disarmament of 
the city, which began yesterday. 

The gunboat Nashville today was or- 
dered from San Domingo to Cape Hai- 
tien to reinforce the gunboat Eagle. 

A brief report from Admiral Caperton 
said he had about 400 men on shore pa- 
troling the town, in command of Capt. 
E. L. Beach, who was having no diffi- 
culty in maintaining order. 

It was not considered likely that the 
American marines would be withdrawn 
pending the establishment of a stable 
government. 

The United States has tor some time 
been considering some move that would 
gSive promise of permanent peace. Events 
that led to the landing of marines—the 
overturning of the Government and the 
slaying of President Guillaume—it is be- 
lieved will hasten action. 

It is thought probable that before 
withdrawing its forces the United States 
Government will renew its efforts to ne- 
gotiate a treaty with Haiti for the ad- 
ministration of the customs as in Santo 
Dgmingo, with a provision incorporated 
simila- to the Platt amendment in the 
Cuban treaty whereby the United States 
would have the right to intervene in the 
event of disorders. Previous efforts to 
that end undertaken by Paul Fuller 
Jr., personal emissary of President Wil- 
son to Haiti, failed because, he said, 
President Guillaume feared that the 
people would rise against him if he 
signed the treaty. 

Reports Meeting Resistance. 

Admiral Caperton’s report of resistance 
met by his forces in restoring order 
had not been cleared up early today. 
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|The following message from the Admiral 
was given out at the Navy Department 
late yesterday: | 

* “Landing forces established in city. 
Slight resistance during early part of 
night as advance was being made. This 
resistance easily overcome. No casval- 
ties our forces. Am proceeding to dis- 
arm Haitien soldiers and civilians to- 
day.” 

Admiral. Caperton’s force was in- 
creased by the arrival of 100 marines 
from Guantanamo on the collier Jason. 
In all he has available between #0 and 
500 marines and bluejackets, backed up 
by the guns of the cruiger. 

French Cruiser Arrives. 

The French cruiser Descartes reached 
Port au Prince from Cape Haytien yes- 
terday. A small force was landed there 
from the U. 8. survey yacht Eagle, to 
guard the French consulate, which had 
opened its doors to refugees from Port 
au,Prince. Officials said no representa- 
tions had been made by the French 
Government regarding the violation of 
the French legation at Port au Prince. 

Several weeks ago French marines 
were landed at Cape Haitien from the 
Descartes to protect foreigners during 
an outbreak there. Upon the arrival 
of Admiral Capterton the French ma- 
rines were withdrawn and the task of 
safeguarding the life and property of 
foreigners was turned over to the 
United States. 

The American and French command- 
ers are expected to co-operate in ar- 
rangements for protecting foreigners at 
Port au Prince. 


American Forces Have Restored Or- 
der at Port aw Prince. 

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, July 30.— 
The American forces which have been 
landed here have restored order. Both 
Haitien soldiers and civilians have 
been disarmed and there is little sign 
now of the rising which for two days 
kept Port au Prnce in a panic. The 
French cruiser Descartes has arrived 
and a British cruiser is expected mo- 
mentarily. “ No French forces have 
been sent ashore.

JAPANESE CABINET 
QUITS; RESULT OF 
BRIBERY GHARGES 


Action Follows Resignation of 
Viscount Oura in Connection 
With Election Inquiry. 


By Associated Press. 
TOKIO, July 30.—The Japanese Cabi- 


net, headed by Count Okuma as Pre- 
mier, has tendered its resignation to 
Emperor Yoshihito. 

This action followed the resignation 
yesterday of Viscount Kanetake Oura, 
Minister of the Interior, following an in- 
vestigation by the Ministry of Justice 
into bribery charges resulting from the 
parliamentary elections last March. 
Viscount Oura’s resignation was sanc- 
tioned by the Emperor after a report on 
the situation had been made to him by 
Count Okuma. 

Premier Okuma, believing he should 
hold himself responsible for the acts of 
the members of his Cabinet, was the 
first to tender his resignation. The other 
Ministers immediately decided to follow 
the cxample of their chief. 

After receiving Count Okuma, the 
Emperor summoned the elder statesmen 
for a conference. A Cabinet change at 
this time is unpopular with the public 
because of the war. 

Two. cafes have been mentioned as 
responsible for the crisis. The first was 
th: charge that 10,000 yen ($5000) had 
been offered Viscount Oura by a can- 
didate for the House as the price for 
keeping a rival candidate out of the 
field. The Minister of the Interior de- 
nies having accepted this bribe, but K. 
Hayishida, chief secretary of the Lower 
House, who was arrested Wednesday, 
has been quoted as admitting receiving 
tl money and distributing it for cam- 
paign purposes. 

The second case involves two repre- 
sentatives charzed with accepting bribes 
to desert the Selyukai or Cons¢rvative 
party and support the Government in 
its campaign for an increase in the 
army. ~~ 

Theelder ‘statesmen will meet to- 
morrow and it is believed probable they 
will advise that Count Okuma be in- 
vited to retain the office of Premier 
and reconstruct the Cabinet. The name 
of Lieutenant-General Count Terauchi, 
Governor-Gereral of Korea. Also has 
been suggested, however, for the post 
of Premier. 


JAPAN TRIES TO 
APPEASE CHINESE 


Boycott Cause of Business Loss; 
Premier Not Fearful of Out- 
come of Great War. 


Corres dence of the Associated Press. 
TORO, Fuly 3—Japan early this 


month just escaped a miristerial crisis 
which grew out of the boycott of Jap- 
anese in China. The Elder Statesmen 
assembled at Tokio and cunsidering the 
advisability of certain changes in the 
Cabinet, including the frost of Foreign 
Minister, believing that the retirement 
of Baron Kato, the cccupant, might 
ease the situation in China and pacify 
those who blamed Baron Kato for the 
unfavorable situation in that country. 
The fact that ex-Premier Marquis 
Fainonji came out of his retirement 
ard was in frequent consu'tation, caused 
@ great stir a..d created the belief that 
he was returning to pcwer. 

The Elder Statesmen, however, evi- 
dently did not desite to shoulder the 
responsibility of conducting Japan's fu- 
ture foreign rolicies ani the danger of 
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framing a series of measures for ap- 
peasing the Chinese, who resorted to 
boycott as an answer to what they 
termed Japan’s aggressive political pol- 
icy in their country. 

Premier Count Okuma made a speech 
to encourage the business men of Japan, 
some of whom are losin. heavily by tho 
Chinese boycott. He declared that the 
existing war really cffered Japan a 
rare opportunity to strengthen her eco- 
romic situation. The end of the war, 
which he considered stil! very distant, 
would find the European belligerents 
exhausted. Japan’s foreign trade would 
benefit even if Germany should be suc- 
cessful, which he said was not probable. 

The Premier said he was not fearful 
cf the outccrre. Germany could not 
send troops tc the Far: East and, he 
added, ‘“‘it would not te impossible to 
make some arrangement with Germany 
tc place the peace of the Orient on 4a 
lasting footing.”’

CLEANER.—To remove aluminum tar- 
nish: Dissolve lump ammonia dn 1 
qt. water; 2 oz. ‘salts of tartar 
in 1 qt. water, and a 10-cent ¢an 
of ‘potash in 2 qt. water, while belil- 
ing. Add to latter solution the am- 
monia, then the salts-of-tartar solutions, 
in order named, and boil the whole mix- 
ture 30 minutes. This solution is kept 
in jars for use at any time. Place a 
small quantity of the solution in the 
vessel to be cleaned, set it on a fire and 
allow it to boil, but be careful not to 
let it boil over on the polished surface. 
Keep boiling for about two minutes, 
then rinse out and use any good cleaner 
to scour the surface. This will restore 
the satin finish as when new.

Issues Are Firm, While 
Rails Reflect Some 
Realizing.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The Evening 

Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

‘“Today’s stock market was unsettled 
much of the time, and speculation in 
the war stocks was quieter, although 
many of the shares which were notably 
weak at the close of trading yesterday 
advanced sharply et the opening. But 
there was little of the excitement seen 
during the last few days, when the rise 
of these stocks was carried on in the 
face of all opposition. Towards the 
close the market became distinctly weak 
and low prices were touched. 

‘Bethlehem Steel, which closed yes- 
terday at 263, touched 269 at the open- 
ing. Then there was a quick decline, 
which depressed the price to 255, from 
which there was a substantial rally. 
Crucible Steel also opened 5% points up 
at 74, moving irregular later. Trading 
in most of the war shares was not au 
active as yesterday and in same of the 
stocks there appeared to be much pres- 
sure. The tone throughout was uncer- 
tain, and so far as the outside interest 
was concerned the movement appeared 
to be thoroughly professional. 

Steel Shares Are Firm, 

“Some of the miner steel shares 
showed firmness early in the day, and 
there were general advances in these 
Shares. It was evident that the mar- 
ket for these issues had been helped 
by the strength in United States Steel 
and the rather definite reports of better 
conditions in the industry, as a conse- 
quence of the increased buying of steel 
by manufacturers engaged on war con- 
tracts. 

“Most of the trading was in the in- 
dustrial shares,.and some stocks which 
had not been active at all during the 
present movement were in demand at 
advancing prices. Trading in all the in- 
dustrial shares was, however, more cau- 
tious, which was not surprising in view 
of the readjustment of collateral called 
for by the violent declines in the final 
trading of yesterday. Westinghouse 
showed much strength and with other 
equipment issues advanced sharply on 
large buying. The explanation for the 
advance in these stocks was the move- 
ment based on the more or less cir- 
cumstantial reports of large orders 
from abroad as well as increased buying 
by railroads here. 

“The railroad shares were largely neg- 
lected, as the demand appeared to be 
chiefly for the industrial shares, includ- 
ing those which have not benefited as 
yet through the circulation of reports 
touching new war orders. 

“Some of the speculative pools were 
active again and a good deal of the buy- 
ing in the highly speculative issues was 
traceable to orders from these sources. 

“In the afternoon trading in many 
issues became quieter and there was not 
the feverishness witnessed in the earlier 
markets of the week. Some of the de- 
mand for high-grade notes represented 
the purchases of banks and trust com- 
panies which of late have been heavy 
buyers of both bonds and notes run- 
ning for periods ranging from one to 
five years. There is a natural incentive 
for such investments in the ability of 
the banks to get a 5 per cent return 
from employing their money this way 
as compared with an income of 3 or 
8% per cent from loans made to borrow- 
ers on collateral. The New York banks 
have made large investments of this 
character for their own account and 
for the account of banks in other cities. 

“Little attention was given to tlie 
movement of currency during the week, 
owing to the large supply of money on 
call and on time. Preliminary figures 
indicated, however, a gain of $2,787,000 
for the banks. This estimate was chief- 
ly interesting in comparison with th: 
movement in this week a year ago, 
when the enormous outflow of gold to 
Europe was in progress, and the loss: 
of $43,000,000 was shown. That phenom. 
enal movement was occasioned by the 
intense European selling of our securi- 
ties, In anticipation of the outbreak of 
the war.”’

In 1912 the August indication was only 
for 15.1 bu per acte, but the final yield 
was 17.2 bu, and similar experience 
may be expected this year, if rust dam- 
age is escaped.’’
